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The VEX STORY By Bob Reed 


Vex started in a little club in East 
L.A., then shortly moved up the street 
where most of you came in. The man be- 
hind Vex was Joe Suquette, a good man 
just helping the punks out. He never 
over-charged anyone. He paid the bands 
what they were promised and ran a great 
club, with one of the best D.J.'s. 

Mostly everything started at the 2nd 
Vex which was in E.L.A. at the corner 
of Brooklyn and Mott. Those of you who 
have been there know it's not in the be 
st part of town. Joe had his share of 
problems, from being closed down by the 
Fire Dept. to being closed due to plumb 
ing problems. Then, after a few months 
at that location, things got worse. The 
neighborhood cholos started jumping pun 
ks and people started getting hurt. So 


Joe thought he should move the club be- 


fore anyone got seriously injured. 
So he did. He moved it to downtown 
L.A. on the corner of Washington & Oak.

It was a much better neighborhood where 
no one bothered anyone. The club was b 
igger and nicer--maybe it was too nice 
because people started to wreck the pla 
ce by breaking things like windows.
